Springfield, Ill., Oct. 4.—[Special. }—After 


@ night conference between Senator Cullom 
and Lieut. Gov. Lawrence Y. Sherman she 
announcement was made that Sherman has 
joined the federal wing of the party. 


The position in the interstate commerce 


_commission which Hamlin declined has been 
| offered to Sherman, in so far as Senator 
_Cullom has been able to offer it. Sherman's 

closest friends admit that a deal has been 


made by the lieutenant governor and the 
federal organization. Senators Cullom and 
Hopkins and Speakér Cannon are to secure 
from President Roosevelt the appointment 
for Sherman. The lieutenant’ governor has 
agreed to accept and thus withdraw from all 


opposition to Cullom’s reélection. 


The announcement lacks Sherman's’ In- 
dorsement, but it has that of the men who 
stand closest to him politically and ts ac- 
cepted as a fact. 

Hamlin also has been offered every induce- 
ment at the command of Cullom, Hopkins, 
and Cannon to secure his withdrdawal from 
the race. Nothing has been offered which 
Mr. Hamlin would accept, and his position 
tonight is the same, 

An extraordinary shifting of positions re- 
sults from the bump which lands Sherman 
with Cullom, and still more extraordinary 
regults will follow any change in Hamlin’s 
attitude, 


¥ates Men Say They Are Glad. 

The Yates men assert that they are sin- 
cerely glad of Sherman's switch from the 
State organization to the federal, qualifying 
the statement by saying “if it be true.” If 
Hamlin should follow Sherman, they admit 
there would be less reason to be joyous. The 
more oonservative have figured the situa- 
tion out by legislative districts and admit 
that it would be next to impossible to de- 
feat Cullom if both the Hamlin and the 
Sherman counties went to the federal or- 
ganization. They are endeavoring tonight to 


find out where they stand and what part if 


any Gov. Deneen had in the affair. 

The Cullom people confidently say that 
the bottom has dropped out of the opposition 
to the senator. and that there will be no can- 
didates against him, 

Sherman’s friends add variety to thie by 
declaring they have not deserted the state 


organization, but merely have saved it from 


the embarrassing necessity of entering the 
senatorial fight at all. Yates, they say, if 
he should decide to be a candidate, will soon 
realize the futility of hisefforts. They assert 
that Hamlin is in the federal deal, although 
he has not accepted an appointment, and that 
his strength willgoto Cullom. They intimate 
that the conditions of the deal were known 

to the governor, and that he approv ed them, 
This is the point on which the Yates men 


are hunting information. 


Hamlin Enters Strong Denial. 

To all parts of these reports which declare 
him in the deal, Mr. Hamlin offered a cat- 
egorical and positive denial tonight. He de- 
clared that he had not been present ata Cul- 
lom conference, but talked to Sherman and 
to Gov. Deneen. 

Sherman started the day by saying the rall- 
road rate question was one of the big ques- 
tions of public policy to be settled in this 
generation and by speaking enthusiastically 
of the opportunity which a member of the 
interstate commerce commission would have 
to settle it. Then he and Hamlin set out to 
visit Gov. Deneen, but founda crowded ante- 
room and gave upthe attempt. Sherman im- 
mediately was taken in tow by Frank O. 
Lowden and United States Marshal Charles 
P. Hitch. The night before he had a long 
talk with Marshal Ames, 

All during the fair the Yates men have been 
suspicious of him because of the frequency 
with which he hag been seen in the company 
of the Cullom people, 


Where Sherman Was Won Over. 

Late in the afternoon Cullom, Hopkins, 
Hitch, and Lowden were with Sherman and 
Senator Berry in Cullom’s room, Berry is 
the closest political adviser Sherman has and 
is as influential in the Fourteenth Congres- 
sional district as is the NWeutenant governor, 
Before this conference broke up Berry went 
in search of Hamlin and the two disappeared 
together. At 7 o'clock Speaker Cannon ar- 
rived and Marshal Hitch set about getting 
him into the conference. Before he succeed- 
ed Cannon ate his dinner and shook hands 
with a lobby fullof politicians. Before Hitch 
got him away ‘he found opportunity to say 
that he came to Springfield merely to “ see 
the hogs and the farm machinery.” Hitcb 
got him away and into the conference at 8 
o'clock. Sherman left to attend a m@pting 
of the commission to select a site for the new 
Supreme court building, of which Gov, 
Deneen is also a member. About an hour 
afterwards Berry and Hamlin reappeared 
and the report Was started that the federal] 
deal had been made. 


True, but May Be Denied. 

“Any one can draw his conclusions,"’ gaid 
one of the men who were in the conference, 
‘Sherman probably ‘will not admit that he 
will take the appointment, but, neverthe- 
less, a statement that he has agreed to take 
it will not be untrue. It is apparent thata 
benefit has been conferred on Gov. Deneen. 
Mr. Hamlin, while he does not take a federal 
appointment, has reached an agreement with 
Senator Cullom. ‘Lhere docs not seem to be 
eny other candidate against him but Yates. 
Yates has done nothing. For six months 
with the state patronage at his dispesal, he 
has rot lifted a hand for himself. It is too 
late for him now, and he will have no one 
but himseH to blame. He cannot blame Gov. 
Deneen.' The governor allowed him to re- 
tain his officeholders, and Yates has made 
no use of the organization. If Yates starts 
now he will be too late,”’ 


Attitude of*Gov. Deneen. 

The statement that Gov. Deneen was aware 
of what was being done or that he feels re- 
lieved by the changed situation does not seem 
to be borne out by the facts, He wanted 
Hamlin, Sherman, and Yates to enter the 
race, and he had reason to believe that all 
three would be candidates. There also was 
réason to believe that the state organization 
could secure control of: the legislature as the

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FAMILY SCANDAL IN COURT. 


Startling Testimony in Fight Over 
Schandein Millions. 


VEIL OF SECRECY IS LIFTED. 


Milwaukeean Accused of Improprieties 
with Women of Household. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Sen- 
sations thick and fast developed in the Pro- 
bate court today in the contest over the 
$8,000,000 estate of the late Mrs. Lizette 
Schandein. In her will Mrs. Schandein left 
the major part of her estate to Jacob Hey}, 
a son-in-law. The children of deceased are 
contesting the will, claiming undue Influence. 

In the testimony introduced allegations of 
improper incidents between Mrs. Schandein 
and Mr. Heyl were brought out. Heyl was 
also accused of being indecently familiar 
by Mrs. Elia Frank; daughter of Mrs. Schan- 
dein. 

The testimony became public after Judge 
Carpenter ruled that the doors of the court 
must remain open during the trial of the case. 
Judge Carpénter sdid: 

“I have done what I could to shield the 
reputation of a dead woman and of a house 
divided against itself. Hereafter all hearings 
of this court will be open and all depositions 
will be made public.’’ 

Heyl Unduly Familiar. 

Mrs. Hila Frank, daughter of Mrs. §chan- 
dein, and one of the contestants, was the 
first witness. She was questioned regard- 
ing the unfriendly relations between herself 
and Mr, Heyl and asked as to their origin. 
She said it was because Mr. Heyl was in- 
decently familiar, and later that she. did 
not care to be alone with him because he 
would be improper. She was asked to state 
the circumstances. Attorney Quarles ob- 
jected, and the court finally admitted the 
testimony. 

“ He entered my bedroom one night,” 

“ How many times?” 

“ T wice.”’ 

* Did your mother know about this?” 

* Yes.”’ : 

* Explain the circumstances.” 

“ The first time,”’ said the witness, “ was 
when my sister-in-law—his first wife—was 


living. He came to my room and was in- | 


decent. I was in bed and alone.”’ 

™ What were the circumstances the second 
time ?’’ 

‘'I was awakened by loud breathing, and 
found Mr. Heyl sitting on my bed, I told 
him to go. ‘He began to talk ina rambling 
way and asked why I was so cold to him. 
He took out his pocket knife and threatened 
to stab some one. I was terrified and 
jumped over the foot of the bed and ran 
out, calling to my mother. She asked me 
why I did not lock my door. I said that I 
usually locked it, and then she told me that 
we would talk it over in the morning—not 
to alarm my sister." 

Although witness told her mother, she 
said the same friendly relations continued 
as before between Heyl and Mrs. Scharidein. 


Tells of Heyl’s Influence. 


Mrs. Gustav G. Pabst, wife of Col. Gustav 
G, Pabst, testified to an incident showing 
the’ alleged great influence of Mr. Heyl over 
Mrs. Schandein. She was present at the 
Schandein home when Mme. Schumann- 
Heink refused to sing because Mrs. Heyl] 
was sick. Mrs. Schandein agreed with 
her until Mr. Heyl stepped behind Mrs. 
Schandein’s chair and spoke to her, when she 
changed her mind and asked Mme. Schu- 
mann-Heink to sing, but tne latter refused. 


Witness noticed that Mr. Heyl spoke in a | 


commanding” manner, and Mrs. Schandein’s 
instant compliance impressed her. 


Cc. L, Wenzel testified that he began to) 


work for Mr. Schandein in 1880.as coachman, 
and continued nine years in that employ. 
He frequently saw Mrs. Schandein and Mr. 
Heyl together. Mr. Heyl, he testified, -.ok 
her out to the carriage and kissed her. He 
said he often went to Heyl’s house after- 
ward, and saw Mr. Hey! kiss wer between 
twenty and twenty-five times. He testified 
that Mrs. Heyl, Mr. Heyl’s first wife, never

kissing took place. 


Saw Much Kissing. 

William Heinke said his attention was first 
attracted to the relations of Mr. Heyl and 
Mrs. Schandein when he saw Mrs. Schandein 
sitting on Mr. Heyl’s knee and kissing him. 
He said he saw similar actions seven or 
eight times during three winters. 

Mrs. Eva Kretschmar’s deposition was 
taken in Los Angeles. One evening in 1884 
or 1885 in a little hall in the house, she said, 
she saw Mr. Heyl and Mrs. Schandein kiss- 
ing. She said she heard Mr, Heyl say to Mrs. 
Schandein: ‘‘ My loved one,”’ and heard her 
reply: “ You are my largé loved one,”’ or 
“greatly beloved one.” 

On another occasion she found Heyl and 
Mrs. Schandein in Heyl's room. The door 
was locked. 

Several witnesses testified that Mrs. Schan- 
dein's daughters married Hey! against their 
wishes, but at the request of their mother.

CANNOT RECOVER BOY’S BODY, 
SO CONSTRUCT TOMB OVER IT. 


Build Him Unique Mausoleum. 


Estes Park, Colo., Oct. 4.—[{Special.]—Rel- 
atives of Lewis G. Levings, the Chicago Ar- 
mour institute student from Canton, lll., who 
fell to his death from the summit of Mount 
Ypsilon, are having built'a tomb around his 
body, as it is impossible to recover it. The 
body lies 600 feet below the summit of the 
mountain on the edge of a bottomless lake.

Mr. McCall testified that he made the 1% 
per cent loan of $50,000 from the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company about two anda 
half years ago. He negotiated the loan 
through President John R. Hegeman. On 
March 16, 1904, an additional $25,000 was 
lent to Mr. McCall by the Metropolitan at the 
same interest rate, and the entire $75,000 was 
carried until July 1, 1905, when the rate of 
interest was raised to 2% per cent. 

Q.—WiIll you kindly explain, Mr. McCall, 
how you could justify taking a loan from the 
Metropolitan Life at that rate of interest?

“ All new track construction hereafter laid 
in streets or public ways paved with asphalt, 
granite, brick, creosoted block, or other sim- 
ilar material, shall be laid with modern im- 
proved rails of the grooved type, known as 
the ‘Trilby’ rail, weighing not less than | 
eighty-five pounds a yard, in which, when 
new, the difference between height of lip 
and tread does not exceed six thirty-seconds 
of an inch. Such type of rail shall also 
be laid whenever it becomes necessary to 
renew worn out tracks in streets paved or 
repaved, but the company shall not be com- 
pelled, on account of the paving or repav- 
ing of any street, to remeve good service- 
able rails before being worn out. 


Repairing of Streets. | 

“Sec. 10. The company shall fill, grade, 
pave, keep in repair, sweep, sprinkle, and 
keep clean eight feet in width of all streets 
and public ways, or portions thereof, occu- 
pied by it with a single track railway, and 
(except as hereinafter in this section pro- 
vided) sixteen feet in width of all streets 
occupied by it with a double track railway, 

“The company shall keep said portions of 
all streets occupied by its tracks free of snow 
and ice. In removing snow and ice, {ft shall 
not deposit the same upon the portions of 
the street or public way outside of its tracks, 
except temporarily, and, in every case of 
such temporary deposit, it shall be removed 
within a reasonable time, to be fixed by the 
mayor and commissioner of public works. 

“ The company, upon the order of the com- 
missioner of public works, shall pave, re- 
pave, or repair the portions of the streets 
and public ways which by this grant it is re- 
quired to keep paved and In repair, whenever 
the same shall reasonably require paving, 
repaving, or repairing, and shall at all times 
keep the surface of all of its paving up to at) 
least the height of the top of the rail. 


Laying of Pavement. 


“The pavement which the company shall 
be required to lay and keep in repair shall 
be of the following kinds: 

* First—In all streets or ways in which the 
company hag in place, at the passage of this. 
ordinance, a good serviceable pavement, it 
shall repair and maintain the same. 

“Becond—Whenever any existing pavement 
of the company caneno longer be made serv- 
iceable by repairs; and whenever the por- 
tions of any street or public way outside of 
the strip herein required to be paved by the 
company are newly paved or repaved, with 
asphalt, granite, brick, cereosoted block, or 
other similar material, and the pavement 
of the company therein does not comply 
with the following specifications; and when- 
ever the company relays its rails in any such 
street in which its pavement does not com- 
ply with the following specifications—then, 
and in any of such events ,the company 
‘shall pave or repave the portion of any such 
street with granite paving blocks saben a 
uniform grain and texture.” 
“Provided—That whenever any street or 
portion thereof, in which the company main- 
tains double tracks, shall hereafter be paved 
or repaved with asphalt, the company shall 
pave or repave with granite blocks, as afore- 
said, the entire space between its outside 
rails therein and a strip one foot in width 
beyond each thereof. 

ri Third—Whenever any existing pavement 
of the company, in any unpaved street, can 
no longer be made serviceable by repairs; 
and whenever the company lays down any 
track in any unpaved street then the com- 
pany shall pave or repave the portion of 
any such street which it is required to keep 
paved or repaved, as aforesaid, with good 
granite blocks. 


Cars of. Approved Pattern. 


“ Section 11. All passenger cars operated by 

the company shall be used for the carriage of 
passengers only. All cars hereafter built: 
or puchased shall be of the best and most 
approved finish, shall have center aisles, 
shall be without running footboards alcng 
the sides, and shall be equipped with suf- 
ficient motor capacity. All closed cars shall’ 
be vestibuled and shall be supplied with a 
sufficient number of electric bells-to enable 
passengers, without inconvenience, to notify | 
the conductor of their desire to leave the car, 
and shall also be equipped with the most serv- 
leeable form of fender devices, headlights, 
and sand boxes. 
* Said cars shall at all times be kept clean 
and in good repair; they shall be well ven- 
tilated and lighted. During the winter 
months they shall be kept constantly heated 
at the temperature of 50 degrees Fahrenhett, 
as nearly as possible. Each car shall bear ap- 
propriate and conspicuous signs upon its sides 
and ends, so placed as to indicate both day 
and night its route and destination; at night 
such signs shall be illuminated. 

“* Section 12. The company is authorized to 
operate funeral cars and separate cars for ths 
use of the United States postoffice depari- 
ment and for the carriage of parcels and 
packages. All such separate cars shall be 
operated in strict accordance with such rules 
and regulations as-may be prescribed by the 
council; and they shall be operated so as not 
to interfere with passenger cars. Passengers 
may be permitted to carry ordinary parcels 
and hand bags. 


Sweeping and Sprinkling. 


* Sec. 13. If it shall be found practicable 
to have the streets occupied by its tracks 
swept and sprinkled their entire width by 
the company or to have street sweepings, 


*

the right to carry on suitable cars snow and 
ice required to be removed by it, also ma- 
terial for its own use or for the use of the 
city.”’

Section 15 allows fire and police men in uni- 
form to ride free, as well as city detectives 
with credentials.

The ordinance then continues: 

““ Section 17. The company, except as to 
chartered cars to private parties dnd as here- 
inafter. provided, shall be entitled to charge 
passengers during the term of this nanee 
the following rates of fare: i 

“For a continuous trip in one general di- 
rection within the present limits ofthe city 
over its street railways covered by this or- 
dinance, and all extensions (wheth me ggamrs 
leased, or operated by it), 5 cents 
passenger 12 years of age or over, and 3 wate 
for each passenger over 7 and lese than 12 
years of age. Children under 7 years of age, 
accompanied by a parent or guardian, shall 
be permitted to ride free. — 

* Every passenger may demand ahd shall 
receive from the conductor upon which he 
first takes passage, a transfer. Said trans- 
fer shall entitle such passenger to ride upon 
any specific line of said street railway 
which connects with or comes within a dis- 
tance of 200 feet of the line’ upon ch the 
passenger first paid his fare, ex cept that 
north of Twelfth street no transfers shall be 
issued; but the payment of a single fare 
shall not entitle a passenger to reverse his 
general direction of travel. . If necessary to 
enable a passenger to reach his destination 
the conductor shall issue a transfer upon a 
transfer without addtional ¢harge; but the 
company shall not be obliged to give any 
transfer to a passenger who could réach his 
destination without such transfer by using 
a through car. 

‘A passenger upon any car unt sonably 
delayed shall be entitled to receive a transfer 
to a car upon the nearest Hneof the company 
going in the same general direction, 


Interchange of Transfers. 

' Section 18. The company, whenever the 
city shall so direct, shall, on its southbound 
cars, accept:and honor as fares transfers 
issued by any other company to passengers 
upon any line of street railway now operated 
by the receivers of the Union Traction com- 
pany, and which connects with any of said 
lines of the company, upon condition that the 
company issuing the transfer will accept and 
honor at such transfer points upon its street 
railway lines transfers issued by the company 
to its northbound passengers; and provided, 
further, that this privilege shall not apply 
to any connecting point north of Twelfth 
street. 

“Section 1+—-Whepever the city phall 80 
direct the company will codperate with the 
corporation operating the street railway in 
Halsted street. to operate a through line of 
cars on said street; also a through line of 
cars on Western avénue. 

“ Whenever the city shall direct, the com- 
pany will codperate in establishing and 
maintaining through lines of cars over the 
lines of the company and the lines of the 
Union Traction company entering the south 
division of the city north of Twelfth street 
which shall carry passengers from each di- 
vision of the city to the other two divisions 
through the business aistrict north of Twelfth 


street for a single fare. 


Compensation to the City. 

“Section 20. This ordinance, and the 
rights and privileges hereby conferred upon 
the company, are upon the further express 
condition that the company shall pay into 
the treasury of the city, on Jan. 15 next en- 
suing, after the taking effect of this ordi- 
nance, and thereafter yearly, the percent- 
ages of its gross receipts, of every kind and 
character, hereinafter specified—to wit: For 
each of the first three years 3 per cent; for 
each of the next two years, 5 per cent; for 
each of the next ten years, 7 per cent; for 
each of the remaining years: of this grant, 
10 per cent; it being understood that the 
amount produced by said percentages shal! 
be the aggregate amount payable by said 
company in each year by way of license fees, 
franchise taxes, and all other charges, ex- 
cept the regular taxes levied upon tangible 
property."’ 
Section 21 obligates the company to in- 
demnify the city for any cost which it may 
be put to on account df the granting of the 
ordinance, whether in the way of damage 
suits or otherwise, and’ provides for the 
filing of a bond of $250,000, specifying, how- 
ever, this bond shall not measure the amount 
of the company’s liability. 


Annual Reports Required. 
Section 22 binds the company to make an- 
nual reports showing its gross receipts and 
allowing the city controller access to its 


books. 
Section 2 sets up the obligation of the 


| company to perform all the terms of the 
{ ordinance and declares that if there is a de- 


fault on its part for longer than six months, 
unless caused by unavoidable accidents, labor 
strikes, or court proceedings, brought with- 
out the connivance of the company, thé ordi- 
nance shall be null and void. If the company

| City’s Right to Purchase. 

The ordinance then continues: 

“Section 2. The company by the acceptance 
of this ordinance shall grant to the city the 
right to purchase all the property, real and 
personal, comprising the system of the com- 
pany, the price to be paid to be the then 
fair cash value of said real and personal 
property (exclusive of earning power and 
any franchise value) plus the tHen fair cash 
value of all of the unexpired rights of the 
company in the streets existing at and prior 
to the date of the passage of this ordinance. 
The city shall give the company a written 
notice ef its intention to make such purchase 
at least one year prior to the time the pur- 
chase ig to be made, which shall constitute 
and operate as a contract obligating the city 
to purchase the company’s system at a price 
fixed by appraisement as hereinafter pro- 
vided, 

“The purchase price shall be determined 
by appraisement. One appraiser shall be ap- 
pointed by the city, one shall be appointed 
by the company, and a third shall be appoint- 
ed by the two so selected.” 

After providing for appointment of one or 
two appraisers by Supreme and federal court 
judges in case either city or company fails 
to appoint, the ordinance continues: 

* The appraisers shall determine what tan- 
gible properties, real and personal, owned by 
the company are then used as a part of the 
street railway system to be appraised. And 
in determining the fair cash value of said 
property they shall not take into considera- 
tion its earning power or the value of any 
franchise. They shall also determine the 
fair Cash value of all then unexpired fran- 
chises of the company in the streets at and 
prior to the date of the passage of this or- 
dinancne (and which franchise, licenses, and 
rights shal] be treated as being wholly un- 
affected by this or any subsequent ordinance) 
but shall not take into account any fran- 
chise or rights in the streets acquired under 
the provisions of this ordinance or any sub- 
sequent ordinance passeé by the city of 
Chicago, The two amounts so ascertained 
shall be added together and the sum shall be 
the purchase price. 

“The city on payment of the appraised 
price shall be entitled to immediate posses- 
sion. 

At Expiration of Grant. 
**Bection 27—The company by the accept- 
ance of this ordinance shall grant to the city, 
and the city hereby reserves to itself and to 
any person or corporation designated by it 
the right, at the expiration of the grant made 
by this ordinance, to purchase all the prop- 
erty then comprising the going street rail- 
way system of the company, at its then fair 
cash value, for continued use. 

“The city, dn the event that it shall desire 
to purchase or cause its licensee to purchase 
the property of the company, shall give a 
written notice of its intention at least one 
year prior to the expiration of the grant 
hereby made. he purchase price of said 
property shall be determined by appraise- 
ment, as hereinbefore provided. 

“Section 28—~—The city, realizing the need 
of uninterrupted street railway service, 
after the termination of this grant, intends 
by this ordinance to create conditions which 
at the expiration of said term will secure to 
the city (in addition to its right to make to 
the company another grant) the right and 
opportunity: 

(a) To purchase the street rallway sys- 
tem of the company; or, 

“(b) To cause its licensee to purchase said 
street railway system. 

‘* The city, in the event that it shall not ex- 
ercise its said reserved right to purchase the 
street railway system at the expiration of 
the term, and it shall grant to any other per- 
son or corporation the license to operate a 
street railway In the streets occupied by the 
company, agrees to require such other per- 
sone or corporation to purchase and take over 
the street railway system of the company 
upon the same terms that the city might then 
have purchased, 


Waives 99 Year Claims. 


Under section 29 the company, in considera- 
tion of the grant made to it by this ordinance, 
agrees to waive and release all rights and 
claims of every kind in the streets of the city, 
especially the so-called ninety-nine year 
rights, provided that the waiver i¢ upon the 
express condition that it shall “enjoy the 
rights conferred by this ordinance.” | 


Referendum Clause. 


Section 30 provides that the ordinance shall 
take effect after the company accepts it and 
files a bond within sixty days after its 
passage; and provided further that if the 
question of its continuance be submitted to 
referendum at the municipal election next 
April, and be defeated by a majority of al) 
electors voting, the ordinance shall cease to 


be operative.

Report of Traction Committee. 
The report of the street railway commit- 
tee, which was submitted by Marvin A. Farr, 


said: 

“Chicago and Chicago real estate inter- 
ests for years have suffered on account of 
the unsettled condition of the traction ques- 
tion. There seems to be little difference of 
opinion -that it is imperative that some set- 
tlement should be made &t once. There 
ought to be no difference of opinion that the 
settlement should be fair as between the 
city and the companies, and that the prime 
feature should be to give the public the best 
and most ample accommodations. 

“The main thing is that the public is suf- 
fering and demands relief.. This cannot be 
had, however, without the expenditure of 
vast sums of money. This committee does 
not believe there is any way by which the 
municipality could raise this money, er that 
there is any occasion to believe that it would 
be properly expended and the business 
handled judiciously by the municipality, 
were the city to undertake it. 


Give Companies Reasonable Show. 

“Whatever prejudice may exist against 
the street railway companies it cannot be 
denied that they have certain rights by vir- 
tue of location and under their existing fran- 
| chises. The companies cannot be expected 

to expend the millions required to give the 

service demanded unless they have a reason- 
able show, and are given long enough life 
to warrant them in giving all that can be 
reasonably demanded of them in return.” 

Then the report makes a declaration in 
favor of subways as a subsequent improve- 
ment. 

Test of Sidewalk Question. 

George Birkhoff Jr., chairman of the spe- 
cial committee on the sidewalk vapit matter, 
reported that after a conference with a com- 
mittee of the Building Managers’ association

NEW “LINE OP" IN EUROPE 


ENGLAND SEEKING UNDERSTAND- 
ING WITH RUSSIA. 


Kaiser Eager to Form an Alliance 
with the Czar and to Induce France 
to Become a Part to It in Orde>r 
to Offset the Angio-Japanese Treaty 
Prince von Buelow Declares That 
Such an Agreement Is Perfectly 
Reasonable. 


PARIS, Oct. 4—Chancelleries here and 
throughout Burope are taking the keenest 
interest in the possible, and even probable, 
formation of a new European alliance conse- 
quent upon the termination of the war and 
the conclusion of a closer Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance. This has already reached the stage 
of discreet diplomatic soundings. 

The various proposed réealignments of 
European powers are divided into three main 
movements: First, British Inclination to- 
ward an accord with Russia; second, a Ger- 
man-Russian movement for an alliance off- 
setting the Anglo-Japanese alliance; and, 
third, Russo-German overtures to Induce 
France to join the latter grouping. 


England Courting Russia. 


Great Britain’s desire for a rapprochement 
with Russia has brought about the distinct 
diplomatic suggestion that Great Britain 
is ready to give fuller recognition to Russia’s 
privileged position in southern Turkey, 
notably at Constantinople and along the 
Bosporus. Russia’s ambitions in that di- 
rection heretofore have encountered strong 
opposition in England. 

The view in French official quarters is dis- 
tinctly favorable to an Anglo-Russian rap- 
prochement. It was one of the projects of 
M. Deleasse when foreign minister to have 
King Edward visit Emperor Nicholas as a 
means for furthering the reconciliation of 
Russia and Great Britain, Since the reftire-« 
ment of M. Delcasse this project has been 
in abeyance, but the officials continue fa- 
vorable to an Anglo-Russian entente. 


Says France Cannot Object. ~ 


Concerning the proposed German-Russian 
agreement strong elements in both countries 
favor an accord as a counterpoise to the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. The Temps to- 
night prints an authorized interview with 
the German imperial 
chancellor, at Baden-Baden, openly advocat- 
ing a German-Russian rapprochement. The 
prince says: 

“Tt is natural and traditional that we 
should have the best relations with Russia. 
Why should France take umbrage? We do 
not take umbrage because of the Franco- 
Russian alliance. A system of pacific alli- 
ances would assure the eguilibrium of 
Europe. The Franco-Italian rapprochement 
has not an* anti-German character, nor 
should a Russo-German rapprochement have 
an anti-French character."’

Russian goverment apparently has 
come to the conclusion that Great Britain 
and Ireland constitute the only country 
which possesses the adequate facilities and 
means, as well as the necessary number of | 
big shipbuilding firms, to undertake the re- 
construction of the entire Russian navy with- 
in the shortest possible time, The rivairy be- 
tween the various Pnglish and Irish ship- 
pbuilding firme is etilled for the nonce. They 
all realize that it is only by union and by 
working together that they can‘carry out 
this colossal contract, and their principals 
are now discussing with the czar’s represen- 
tatives the number of vessels, their ton- 
nage and their armament. 

There is no doubt that motives of interna- 
tional policy would have caused Emperor 
Nicholas and his government to prefer to 
have had his navy in America rather 
than in Great Britain. But unfortunately 
the present facilities in the United States in 
the way of building battleships and cruls- 
ers are of such a restricted character at the 
present moment that were the contract to 
have been awarded to Americans, the great- 
er part of the plant ate for the execu- 
tion of the work would have had to be first 
manufactured and acquired, entailing a delay 
possibly of years. 

It seems that the proposal was considered 
of having the ships built in various countries, 


-that is to say, some in England, some in 


America, some in Germany, and others in 
France, but financial considerations, as well 
as the advantage of a certain degree of unity 
in construction, led to the decigion to have 
the entire contract filled by one or another 
foreign country. Of course, all idea of hav- 
ing the ships constructed in Russia itself 
was out of the question, the naval disasters 
which have signalized the recent war with 
Japan having furnished striking evidence of 
the impossibility of placing any: reliance 
whatsoever upon work turned out by Rus- 
sian shipyards, whether belonging to the 
state or to private concerns,

A grand old woman, one of the girlhood 
friends of Queen Alexandra, has Just passed 
away in the person of the Dowager Lady 
Williams Wynn, who was virtually brought 
up at Copenhagen, where her father, Sir 
Henry Williams Wynn, was for many years 
English envoy, contributing indeed a great 
deal to King Christian's selection as heir ap- 
parent to the crown of Denmark by securing 
England’s championship of his candidature. 
The late Lady Wynn was not only born but 
also married at Copenhagen, and the late 
queen of Denmark and Queen Alexandra 
were godmothers of her eldest daughter. The 
latter followed the example of her mother 
in marrying her first cousin. The union, 
however, was not an altogether happy one, 
as it culminated a few years ago ina di- 
vorce to which the contributory cause was 
Sir Herbert Willlams Wynn's private secre- 
tary, the decree being against Lady Wil- 
liams Wynn. 

The Williams Wynns unite two ancient 
houses which have come down from purely 
Cymric sources. The Wynns were of the 


princely line of Owen Gwynnedd, 
himself directly descended from Rhodri, 
the great king of North Wales, 
kille? in a battle against the Danes, 


invaders of his country, in the year A, D. 876. 
The Willlams family came from a venerable 
stock In Anglesey, holding a position of con- 
sideration there in the thirteenth century 
at Bryn Gwallanog. From them sprang Sir 
William Williams; speaker of the house of 
commons in the time of Charles L11., and cre- 
ated a baronet by that monarch. The arms 
of the Willlams Wynn are those borne by 
Prince Oweh Gwynnedd in the twelfth cen- 
tury. These arms bear striking tribute to 
the sporting propensities of the members of 
the house. For they display two foxes ‘in 
saltier ’’ and three eagles ‘“‘in fesse.’’ The 
Wynnes' during the nineteenth century de- 
clined peerages no fewer than on four occa- 
sions, being of the opinion that no new fan- 
viscount, or baron could 
possibly add to their prestige or claims to 
consideration.

All the Williams Wynns become portly on 
attaining middle age, and in the early part 
of the last century the Sir Watkins Wil- 
liams Wynn of the day and his friend, the 
marquis of Buckingham, when stationed at 
Bordeaux, in command of a couple of regi- 
ments of militia which they had raised just 
after the overthrow of Napoleon, were ae- 
nominated by the French as “les grands 
beeufs d’Anglals,”” on account of the Fal- 
staffian character of their girth. I may add 
that the two regiments in question, officers 
and men, achieved such an extraordinary 
celebrity at Bordeaux In connection with 
their consumption of the wines of the dis- 
trict that the great duke of Wellington 
found it necessary to order them home, 
though whether he took this step for the 
sake of preserving the world’s supply of 
claret from running dry or for the sake of 
the reputation for sobriety of the English 
army has never yet been definitely ascer- 
tained, | 

The Willlams Wynn estates are of enor- 
mous ‘extent, and Sir Herbert is perhaps 
the only territorial magnate in the united 
kingdom through whose possesstons one can 
travel’ for hours by rall without leaving 


them.

in his interprétation of the Lord’s day ob-

Penfield’s Mission Secret. 

Mr. Penfield, who has no special knowledge 
of commercial questions, was picked out for 
this duty. He was privately instructed as 
to what was expected of him. He was told 
that secrecy was required above all things. 
There was not a man in thestate department 
aside from the solicitor himself who knew 
what he wastodo. He left Washington, hav- 
ing given the impression to friends that he 
would go to Buenos Ayres. An official state- 
ment was issued saying he would visit both 
Brazil and Argentina, obtaining information 
which would be.of gfeat value to the com- 
mercia! Interests of the country. Only a few 
months before the department of commerce 
and labor had named two experts to go to 
South America to inquire into the commercial 
situation with a view of improving the trade 
relations between the countries of that con- 
tinent and the United States. 

Mr. Penfield departed without any one 
calling attention to the anomaly of sénding 
two men to do one job. Now that he is near- 
ing his destination it is possible to speak 
of what he will do. The relatione between 
Mr. Thompson and Mr. Seeger have been 
strained, according to what was said here to- 
day, almost from the time of the ambassa- 
dor’s arrival in the winter of 1902. Mr.
